For five days in the week' this is the 


unvarying routine, with the exception 
of two hours' liberty Wednesday 
after- 


noon for the first class. 
On Saturday 


and Sunday 
there is a change. 
Vary- 


ing with the length of time which they 
have spent in the academy, 
liberty is 


granted 
to all midshipmen 
on these 
two days of »he week. The members of 
all four classes 
are permitted 
to leave 


the grounds 
after the roll call to din- 
ner, but they must return before the 
formation for supper. 
After the supper 


call the members of the first and sec- 
ond classes have permission to go again 
beyond the academic 
limits, but they 


are required to be back by 9:30. j They 
may or-may not eat then* supper at the 
academy mess, as they desire, but they 
must always report for roll call. In 
this way the authorities of the institu- 
tion keep a finger on them. — 


Leslie's

When 6:55 comes the men are called 
to supper,' and at 7:80 the midshipmen 
must be in their rooms again and at 
then* books. 
The study period Is two 


hours long. 
There is a half hour's re- 


laxation before bedtime, during which 
the young men may visit each other's 
rooms, but at 10 o'clock all lights must 
be out. 


The actual 
work of the day has be- 


gun early, and there has been no lag- 
ging or loafing. At the Naval academy 
the midshipmen 
are trained to walk 
witha quick step and at a lively gait 
The men in the class squads— from six 
to twelve each— march two abreast and 
in close formation. Itdoes not take 
them long to go from one building to 
another. 
For each midshipman 
there 


are 
three 
recitation periods ;of two 


hours each. 
Half of each period is de- 


voted to stud>, half to actual recita- 
tion in class. 
The first period is from 


8 to 10 o'clock in the morning, the sec- 
ond period from 10:16 to 12:15 o'clock 
and the third period from 2 o'clock to 
4 in the afternoon. Between 12:15 and 
2 o'clock the midshipmen eat theirdin- 
ner and have*k few minutes afterward 
for rest At 4 o'clock allthe class work 
is over, but not the work of the day, 
for then comes the cgll to drill. 
Drilllasts an hour" and a half, and it 
is work, too, for the naval officer must 
know thoroughly the Infantry and ar- 
tillery practice of the soldier as well 
as his ownparticular branch of the pro- 
fession of being ready to fight -When 
his task is over at 5:30 the midship- 
man has an hour and a half of recrea- 
tion. This is the playtime of the day. 
The boys are then on the athletic field 
engaged inifootball or baseball prac- 
tice, depending on the timeof the year; 
sailing in catboats on the harbor or in- 
dulging in other amusements 
that they 


may choose.

are stillunder the rules governing gen- 
eral conduct.

usual, and made no complaint. 
The 


familylive in rooms inthe rear of the 
business premises, and he retired about 
12 o'clock. 
About five this morning 


he told his wifethat he feltlikevomit- 
ing, and in a few seconds 
was seized 


witha violent attack of coughing and 
hemorrhage, 
which ended inhis death 
ina feu? -minutes. 
A doctor 
was sent 


for, but the patient was beyond earthly- 
aidbefore he had time to reach the 
scene. 
Deceased leaves a wife and five 


children—three sons and two daughters 
—allgrownup. 
He was a man highly 


respected in the 'community. 
By his 


straightforward, honorable dealings he 
had builtup a large and growing trade 
in the general merchandise 
business, 


besides having established 
a thriving 


industry in the local manufacture} of 
maccaroni. Inthis sudden removal of 
thohead ofthe household, the bereaved 
'family have the sympathy of the entire 
community. 


The editor of the Ledger 
is not in 


the habit of parading his acts through 
the columns 
of this paper. 
He has 


never made itthe medium of self-toot- 
ing. No self-laudation of anything he 
has done, or attempted to do, has' ever 
appeared ,in the 
Ledger 
under 
his 


management.

bis duty as a citizen, and is always 
prepared togive solid reasons 'for his 
conduct when necessary, but never has, 
and never will, volunteer the justifica- 
tion.

press that information inreporting the 
case, fromthe simple motive of not de- 
siring publicity himself. 
He has no 


apologies tomake for so voting. The 
statement of the case as published in 
the Ledger was promptod by- a desire 
to place the verdict of the majority in 
a favorable light by showing the ex- 
tenuating circumstances, 
without sup- 


pressing 
the main facts. But in the 


Echo's garbled report the main facts 
are wilfullyomitted.

He allowed It 
to liewhere itwas.shot, 
without food 


or water for four days, until some one

It to put it out of misery. 
To put the 


seal of approval upon such cruelty to a 
dumb brute by a verdict of acquittal is 
not according to the writer's idea of 
the duty of a juror, sworn to try the 
case according to the law and evidence. 
Itdoes not chime in with his views of 
the protection 
of a man's 
property 


rights through the process of the law. 
The writer's vote was, on the finalbal- 
lot, the only one cast that prevented 
the accused from being turned loose a 
justifiedman. 
We have no apologies 


to make for refusing to encourage him, 
orany one else, in taking the law into 
his own hands. 
Ifsuch 
proceedings 


are togo unpunished, whatIs to become 
of the stock raising- industry, 
which 


figures so prominently in tho Interests 
of Amador county. Iflawlessness — 


we 


might say inhumanity and brutality— 
of this stripe is to be pandered 
to by 


a jury, even granting from sympa- 
thetic motives, what enterprise Is safe. 
We voted for guilty, with a recom- 
mendation for mercy. 
Had there been 


1100 against us instead of 11, our vote 
would still have been 
the 
same —a 


barrier against the undermining of the 
fabric oflaw and order by telling him 
officially that he acted right when he 
shot that cow. 'Stock raising is one of 
the leading industries of the valleysec- 
tion. 
Wonder how the cattle men will 


feel when they see 
lawlessness 
of this 


character upheld by their local paper. 
As one stockman toldthe writer, speak- 
ing of this very matter, 
"Is it not 


about time to quit businoss, 
when the 


simple protection of the lawIs denied." 
We regret to publish these things, but 
we do not" propose 
to remain silent, 


when malignantly attacked 
for the 
faithfulperformance of a solemn pub- 
licduty. 


Aneditor who does not hesitate 
to 


send forth a garbled, 
distorted state- 


ment like the above, for the purpose of 
gratifying his own malicious disposi- 
tion,*is unworthy ofhis profession. By 
so doing he writes himself outside of the 
pale of fairness and common decency. 
Heis capable ofstooping to anything, no 
matter how lowor contemptible.

The Zeila under its present manage- 


ment has boon remarkably 
freo from 


fatalities. In tho courso of 25 
years 


eight men, includingthe victimof this 
last disaster, have lost their lives. 
An 


average of one fatal mishap in throe 
years is a record that speaks foritself. 
This last accident was a singular one. 
Nothing like it has ever occurred in 
the history of this county. 
The boll 


wire ofth<j Zeila is composed of six or 
seven strands of stout galvanized iron 
wiro wpveinto a cable, 
This cable is 


strong enough 
to sustain a weight of 


two tons. Itis held inits place in the 
shaft by staples driven in the timbers 
at intervals of from 10 to 30 feet. 
Tho 


wire is examined daily, andifanything 
wrong Is noticed, itis promptly repair- 
ed. 
The idea that the bell wire of the 


Zeila was one that had done service for 
many years, and 
was worn, is erron- 


eous. ItIs notnecessary to renew the 
entire cftble Trhone.ve.r a part Ih found. 


The jury after a long deliberation 


rendered a verdict that deceased 
came 


tohis death on tho24th of September 
by accidentally 
falling from the skip 


whileascending tho Zeila shaft. 


Fred Datson saw him trying to fight 


offthe wire withone hand, holding the 
candlestick and bucket in the other. 
Aclose watch was kept on the bell wire 
and staplos, 
and when anything 
was 


noticed 'amiss, it was fixed at once. 
Pieces of clothing of the deceased 
and 


the candlestick were found at the ',K)0 
level. 
The body was taken 
from tho 


sump by W* J. Harvey and W. C. 
Johns. 


T. T. Hockins 
also saw deceased 


move toward the center brace, and go 
through tho other side. 
He was try- 


ing to keep off the bell wire. . - 


Thomas Flaherty said he saw Gregor 


raise his hand, and go through into the 
other compartment. 
The bellwire was 


inrunning order at each station. 
The 


wirecoming down the shaft made 
a 


noise; there was about 30 feet of it. 
The skip went up 15 feet after the acci- 
dent before it stopped. 


A. Salvi rang the bell at the 900 


level—the last point at which the skip 
stopped 
before 
the accident. 
There 


was no trouble with the boll wire then. 
What caused it to break is not known. 
Itmay have got caught in the dump 
wheel, or the skip may have 
caught 


the slack wire, before it had time to 
become 
taut from the springs 
In 


either case it would be apt to break. 
There was no jar felt while the skip 
was ascending. 
He' believed the skip 


caught the wireand broke it. Between 
the 800 and 700 leyel he heard the wire 
shake, and said something was wrong. 
Gregor 
looked up 
and 
down, 
and 


touched the wire. Did not see 
him 


make a move to get to the other com- 
partment. 
Heard nocry. He turned 


around 
and 
found that Gregor was' 


gone. 


The witnesses examined were W. J. 


Harvey, the foreman, A.Salvi, T. T. 
Hockins, who were standing on the 
skip withGregor at the time of the ac- 
cident, 
Thomas 
Flaherty 
and 
Fred 


Datson, who were in the skip with an- 
other miner, and John Libby. . The 
testimony failed to reveal exactly, how 
the accident occurred. 
Two theories 


were developed to explain. First, that 
the deceased, 
whoknew every inch of 


the shaft, on discovering that the bell 
wire was broken, made an attempt 
to 


step on to the center brace for the pur- 
pose ofringing the bell in tho south 
compartment 
of the shaft, 
thereby 


stopping the skip. 
As aprecautionary 


measure, it is customary 
to stop the 


skip at the earliest moment when any; 
thing goes wrong with the bell wire. 
At the Zeila, when employes are aboard 
the skip travels slowly, and while the 
act 
of stepping 
to the center 
braco 


whilethe skip isinmotionis hazardous, 
stillitis sometimes done, and had been 
done by the deceased 
himself. Gregor 


was the kind of man to make such a 
move in an emergency 
of that kind. 


The skip was coming up the north com- 
partment at the time, and a few feet 
above the 
700 level. \ Deceased 
was 


holding the cable with one hand, and 
held his dinner bucket and candlestick 
in the other. Itis customary for each 
miner to ascend witha lighted candle. 
That is the only' source of light they 
have going up or down between 
sta- 


tions. 
The dinner buckets, 
however, 


are usually sent up independently 
of 


the men. In trying to land on the 
center brace, Gregor may have lost his 
balance and felldown the south com- 
partment, or his head may have struck 
the center brace, withtho same result. 


Another 
theory 
is that when the 


slatk wirebecame a source of annoy- 
ance, 
he endeavored 
to ward it off, 


using the hand withwhich he had been 
holdingon to the cable. 
While so en- 


gaged he may have lost hisbalance and 
fell,or in dodging the wire his head 
may have come in contact with the 
center brace, precipitating himinto the 
depths beneath. 


Friday afternoon a coroner's 
jury 


was convened in the supervisor's 
room 


to inquire into the circumstances 
of the 


death of Joseph Gregor, who fell down 
tho Zeila shaft on Thursday 
evening. 


Coroner G. M.Huberty presided, 
and 


W. J. McGee was present as attorney. 
The 
jury consisted 
of the following 


citizens: Frank A. Voorheis (foreman), 
A. H. Kuhlman, Geo. Flumer, Paul 
Guliani, Arthur Hamrick. A. Gin- 
occbio, AlexEudey, Frank Burgin, L.
